Business In California B etter Than A nyw here Else 


(From the Los Angeles Financial News) 


“The day has come for the speculative Jeremiahs 
to stop talk ing hard times. 
Business is better in 
California than it is in any other part of the United 
States; better than it is in Europe. 
The specula­ 
tive element lias been hit no harder in this state than 
elsewhere. Any man can mak e himself poor or pros­ 
perous by the way he directs his mind. W hat is 
true of the individual is true of a community or 
a state. A man to succeed must be cheerful and the 
city must he cheerful. 
With cheerfulness and ordi­ 
nary prudence and thrift the man or the community 
will prosper.” 
This is the optimistic expression of I. W. Heilman, 
president of the F arm ers and Merchants National 
Bank of Los Angeles and of the Wells Fargo Nevada 
National Bank and the Union T rust Company, San 
Francisco, in a printed interview'. 
Continuing, Mr. 
Heilman said: 
“All wealth comes directly from the ground. 
The 
men who produce this wealth will be and are in a 
position to buy what they need. 
The merchants, 
large and small, from whom they buy will be in 
shape to pay the jobbers, they in turn to pay the 
men who carry them. 
Real business is and ought 
to be in very satisfactory shape. 
On one tiling you 
can depend—there will be no speculative money. I 
find that the bank ing element of San Francisco and 
Los Angeles is, generally speak ing, in the same way 
of think ing that I am. 
There is ample money for 
business and none at all for schemes. 
It seems dif­ 
ficult for men in San Francisco or Los Angeles to 
realize how much better they are off than business 
people in the East or in Europe. 
We have some­ 
thing to sell and m ark ets for everything we have 
to offer. 
“The longer I live the more I am convinced that 
men and communities are much alik e in their char­ 
acteristics. 
For instance, I believe that any man 
on earth can achieve a very fair measure of his 
ambitions if he mak es up his mind to do it anil cen­ 
ters every energy in its acomplishment. 
“Let a man concentrate on one thing, let him be 
honest and faithful, and let him possess a measure 
of good judgment; let him have confidence that 
what he wants to do he w’ill do, and nothing can 
stop him. 
But if he sits down and despairs, and 
says, ’It can’t be done,’ you may depend on it that 
his task never will be done. 
So with a community 
or a state or a nation. If its people are in the same 
frame of mind as the sanguine and hopeful individual 
I have supposed, then prosperity will come to that 
city. 
It’ everybody in San Francisco, in Los An­ 
geles and on the Coast will look crop conditions 
squarely in the face and say, ‘Why, w'e are having 
fair times, and we will have a good year,’ there will 
come a good year. 
It is all a m atter of psychology. 
Hope creates more hope, confidence begets confidence. 
Fair times are succeeded by good times. 
The pros­ 
perity of one daj' is succeeded by the prosperity of the 
next. 
I have been bank ing for many a long year. 
In all of that time I have never engaged in one 
single speculation, and I have never owed a dollar. 
The wisdom of such a course has always been appar­ 


ent to me when times of stress have come. 
There 
is never a perm anent end to speculation, if it is 
followed constantly as a business. 
“While I am talk ing of the psychology of good 
times and bad times, I might add a word or tw'o 
about credit, because what applies to the individual 
also applies to the community or to the state. Credit 
is built by a succession of incidents, each small in 
itself, but all going to create a whole which mak es 
or inars a man. 
I have in mind a case of a man 
wlio died a short time ago, worth several million 
dollars. 
Many years ago he wanted to borrow five 
hundred dollars from a bank ing friend of mine. 
His 
personal name among men was high. He was honest, 
but he was not worth the five hundred dollars. 
He 
offered as security the name of a rather contentious 
man who was good for rftany times five hundred dol­ 
lars. 
My bank ing friend refused the security, not 
wanting any possible trouble with the indorser. The 
would-be borrower went out disappointed, but was 
called back . 
My bank ing friend advanced the five 
hundred dollars on the personal name of the borrow­ 
er because he k new him. 
“The debt was not paid for years, but interest 
was k ept up. 
W hen the San Francisco fire came 
along my San Francisco friend was astounded to re­ 
ceive a good many thousand dollars from the man 
to whom he .had once loaned the (ive hundred dol­ 
lars. Credit of communities is the same. If the com­ 
munity is made up of active, honest, hard-work ing 
and saving people, it will get ahead, while the specu­ 
lative community will languish. 
“This is no time for rank pessimism, neifher is it 
the time for optimism run mad; it is the time when 
the sane and sober business men of the state and 
coast, w hether the largest of merchants in San F ran­ 
cisco and Los Angeles to the smallest cross-roads 
country merchant, should sit down and analyze, as 
I have tried to do, why we should have a reasonable 
measure of prosperity. 
They may depend upon it 
that every reasonable want from the bank ing element 
will receive right treatment. 
The same is true of 
manufacturers, of lumbermen, of employers of labor 
on productive enterprises. 
It is a source of satis­ 
faction to be able to say that every legitimate busi­ 
ness need of every man on the coast entitled to 
credit has been met fairly, promptly and squarely 
by the bank ers. 
“The fame of the enormous crops that we will have 
this year has spread far and wide. 
There is more 
inquiry than ever before about the State, and what 
it has to offer. 
There is room for many more mil­ 
lions of people of this sort in California, and I be­ 
lieve that the crop reports and the exposition will 
bring them. 
“That is how I feel about the present and the 
future. 
I am look ing forward, and I can see nothing 
but the promise of a good season for all of us. There 
is, and will be, employment for men, the transporta­ 
tion lines will be busy, the m erchants will have all 
they can reasonably expect. 
The producers at bot­ 
tom—the men who create wealth—will be blessed 
with abundance. W hat more can any man ask , what 
more need the state ask ? 
W hat need is there of a 
period of speculation? 
Rather let us have a period 
of thrift, of reasonable conservatism in business af­ 
fairs, and we shall all be better off.”
